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NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD,

Later Advices frem the Esxploring Party—
A Letter from the Chiel Englueer,

Mosers. Jay Cooke & Co., of this city, have
recelved the following letter from the Chief
Engincer of the purty engaged in exploring the
route of the Northern Pacifie Rallroad: —

Camr No. 14, Jooko Riven, Montana, |
August 9.

Messrs. Jay Cooke & Co:—<In this reglon, as
woll ne all other reglons 1T have explored during
the past yenrs of my englocering life, T moeet
with wire people who can point out “‘doead leval”
routes through the most mountalnous country,

They mean well, but the difficulty Is, that not
having thelr minds familiarized with maliroads,
Eradients, and curvatures, they do not possess
the knowledge that would ennbile them to judge
80 as Lo give valoe to thelr opinlons, so that
nearly nll they say on that subject 'passes hy ma
na the idle winds,™ et

The most amusing and
have just enconntered s an old stager at Forg
Owen. e wns relating to us his correspon-
dence with a prominent rafiroad man, and sald
“ihis rallroad frlend wreote to me WO give him lo-
formation about gradients and curvalores,
What in the world do 1 know about gradients
and curvatures? I know aboul the country and
about Indisne; but gradients and curvatures be
hanged; how can 1 tell anything about hem "

Mr. Moorhoad came in last evenineg o time to
give us n real foast on several dozens of ihe
nicest Kind of trout, from &ix to elght inches
long, and one big fellow,

This is the first time | bave put myself under
a tent on this expedition; In fnet, this s only
the second thme that o teut has been sot up, It
ie now raining gontly. Major Owens had o fort
named after blm, and he now resides ot Fort
Owens. He confirms tho universal roport,
which we have hud everywhore along this part
of the Pacilic slope, of the remorkabie drought
and absence of rain on the west side of the
Rocky Mountaing. Notwithstonding the drynesg
I find that grain and vegetables thrive iu this
Jocko valley, even without artificial Irrigation;
and vet we had no dew elther lnst pight or the
l'lij_',l.l.l.. before: and muel warmer nights than we
had two or threa hundred miles back

We are now abont 380 miles, by oar trall, from
Walla Walla, which place we loft on Jaly 20
We hinve rested throe Sundiys, so thit we v
travelled seventeen days, ong of which, namely,
the day we stayved at Peond d'Orvellle, should be
deducted, Jenving sixteen duys of nctual move-
ment, which divided into 580 glves an average
of 24 miles a day. This vury good marching
with pack animals.  Yesterday, when aboot
tliree miles out from our camp. | was alone on a
prairie, I heard o sound wileh ot fiest 1 thought
was the noige the gra=shoppuers of this region
make: but something chused me (o turn towueds
it, when I saw a rattlesuake about 217 feet long
coiled and rattling wway, 1 had pessed him,
and my horse, nlthough within less thian ten feet,
had paid no attention to his snakeship, T then
took my horse off about o hundrod vards and
left hini loose, for there was nothing to hiteh
him to, and retnrned to tho snake, I fired one
shot and came go near missing, that T did not bit
him. He then began to glide off, when I chased
and jumped on him, hitting Il'!-_ head _wlt!l my
heel according to the seriptural injunction, after
which I eut off his eight rattles and pul them
away a8 the trophy of the firdt ratblesnnie soun
on our route from Walla Walla, though we have
heard enongh concerning thom.

Yes, I nm on the enztern side of the Rocky
Mountains nt present.  'We return, however, to-
day fifty miles or more to Deer Lodge Uity,
where we will pass to-morrow (Sunday). We
were escorted yeaterdny up the Deer Lodwe river
to its source, and over the Deer Lodge pass
sidivide” Into this valley, ut the head of onc of
the rources of the Missourl river,

The Deer Lodge River valley Is charming, and
presents highly favorable ground for a rallroad
all the way to the summit, about forty miles
above Denr Lodge eity. Un our way, when
about twenty miles out, we stopped and walked
about half a mile over to the Deer Lodize Warm
Springs, which are very remarkable—the water
boils up in & number of places, and in the midst
is 0 rocky mound, thirty feet in diameter at the
top and one hundred and thirty feet in diamaoter
at the bottom, and on the top of the mound there
are two springs boillng up frecly about tive feel
apart, one at the temperatore of 104 deg. and
the other 122 deg,, one of the largest that |
tested at the bottom was 161 deg., 20 hot that
one could not keep thelr hand In i the strange
part of the mount is, that it is all formed by the
#prings. The water contains the material, which,
in concentrie layvoers, gradually becomes rock,

the approach is so gentle, with grass all the
way, and not a rock inview. 1t is a really extra-
ordioary pass even for merely a rolling coun-
try, but whon we recollect that it overcomes the
greal mountain range of o continent, it s mar-
vellong, Tt Is caeler far than two, if not three,
of the local divides on the Pittsburg and Btou-
benville Railroad. All the way from Deer Lodge
City there Is o fertlle, wide, grass-covered,
goently-rieing valley, affording wonderful facili-
ties for the cheap construction of a first-class
rallroad for forty miles, and down Divide cresk
ten miles to Wisdom (or Big Hole) river,
just the same. The road to the summit
on either slde 1s as perfoct as the gravel-drive in
Centrnl Park, composged of fine gravel, so com-
!-nl‘l and bard that it never cuts into ruts, never
s muddy, neede no repairs, and is, In fact, just
aE pature made it with the exception that the
griss I8 worn off, and it hns beeu nsed ten years,
Iam sure it will be difficult, If not impossible,
to convey to the mind of any one in the East
who has not seen the Rocky Mountains a correct
ldea ol the true character of the country, On
either side of this puss, nbout two miles from
where crossed, the mountains rise up, and back
of them some high peaks, snow-covered, ap-
pear,

Owling, however, to the all-pervading smoke,
wo conld only fee the nearer mountains dis-
tinetly, with a dim outline of those further off,
ete. To-day, on our roturn, we examined the
“Diteh” more earefully, The water is taken out
of Divide ereck which lows into Wisdom river,
and the summit is eut to the dopth of 18 {eet in
tie deepest part throngh easy clay.

The who ¢ length of the cot on the imme-
dinte divide is only about one-third ol o mile:
although the ditel I8 afterwards carried aroumld
on the side of hills for ten or twelve miles
among the gold digzings on the west side of the
Rocky Mountuins,

1 endl this “high larceny"” stealing water from
the Atlantic to pour It into the Pacific. We
bolled some of the water—it boiled at 201 2-10
deg,; at our camp, nine wiles below the Divide
creck, It bolled ot 202 dew. (ull. We judge,
thercfore, that the fall In the oine miles is not
muely, i any, over 360 feet,

We have traveled about 200 wmiles in the last
fonr duys, and have seen about 150 miles of oun
of the rontes of the Northern Pacitie Ruailroad
under very favorable clrenmsiances.

“As oo nerioultural valley it does not  amonnt
to mpeh, ns it @5 too dry on the nplands, and
there nre but few meadows on the river hottom,
andd they as o goeneral e are small—from fifiy
to two hundred neres In extent. The only ox-
ception that J Know of is one opposite our pre-
gent cump, Iving between Green and White
tivers, It 18 sbout two thousand five huandred
woeres in size, and overflows, though very seldom.
At present it s clothed with a thick growth of
waist bigh. On the aplands there 1s the
buneh grass of  the West—short
but  very rich. o part of the country
that we have seen can be  leeigatoed, excopt
the river bottoms, as the upliands are rolling
and et up by ditcbhes o almost  every
direction. f‘:u[ for o stock country it would he
hard to excel, as almost all Kinds would do well
on the bunah grass throughout the entire year.
There Is pleuty of Inmber for buillding purposes
and fuel, vod enough farming land o prodace
all that a large settloment would require for
home consnmption, Hut there s one thing in
the way, According (o the treaty of 1565 be-
tween Governor Huant, of Colorado, and the Ute
Indiane, most, i not the whole, of this valloy
belongs 10 the reservation, selected by the In-
dians themeelvos, Whother they will be per-
mitted to keep it or not rewains to be seen,
Maowt likely they will, s one band of them have
a permonently settled thiog of ity and have
a  winter ageney twenty-five miles from
this point on Ulnta river, What the coun-
try 18 below 1 know not.  As far ns the oye can
rench there 15 a volling prairie with o dark line
through it that marks the course of the Green
river. It 18 rensonable to suppose it to he the
sme  character of conutry as that we have
SNo
far we have acecomplished what we set ont for.
We were told by the frontiersmen while at
CGireen river thint we conld not get to the mnuih
of White river., One man that tilled the im-
portant office of polieoman in Pletmont had the
ussnrapee 1o tell me that no boat conld get ns
far down as Brown's Hole. Woe expect to re-
main here for a week to meot Colonel Moud, and
send off some specimens and all the notes and
maps, W make sure of that much.

For years pastthere hus been o great
deal of wlk among the authorities and hotel
proprietors about providing means for prevent-
ing the recurrence of another such disaster, or
of c¢hecking its progress In ense It shonld  befall
the rickety town. The manner in
the closely bnddled shantics
cvomprise the tulk  of *the
the Sea”  have heretofore escaped  the
ravages of the flames falls Jittle shory of mur-
velous, They are all bullt of wood, auid as the
senson lasts but two monthis 4t the outside, they
are put togethor with the prime object of secur-
ing as Iarge a financial  return as possible while
the opportunity lasts. The cottages which have
beon boilt doring late years, and two or three
of the larger and newer hotels are
built in p very substantinl  manner,
but  they nre, nevertholess, entirely
constructed of wood, aud In constant peril from
carelessness and malice. From the widdle of
Jaly to the middle of Augtst, when the season
is usually atits height, cvery nook and corner
of the long rows of shambles, ns well ns every
square foot of the more snbstantial structures,
are made availuble for stowing awny sweltering
humanity, the largest proportion of the
gojourners  belug  poople bent upon  pleas-
SUr¢ ns a matier business, and therciore
but Hittle inclined to ke even the ordinary pre-
cauntions ngainst fire. The season which g now
about an ond has witnessed, perhaps, the
greatest eramming provess that has yet been ue-
complished, and the grand rosh has agalo passed
withont the occurrence of o disasterwhich wounld
have the efiect of inciting those who areheavily
interested in property hiere to take the precan-
tions agalust 1ts destruction which common
prudence would seem to dictate.

To-day, however, has witnessed a calamity
suech as any one who is thoroughly famillar with
the town has had good enuse to anticlpate for
vears. At three o'clogk this morniog o fire
broke out in the store occenpicd by P. Boyton,
the swimming and diving expert, a8 o so-called
Japanese curlosity shiop. Al gorts of inflamma-
ble contrivances were packed Into these narrow
quarters, and when the fire was once fairly kin-
dled its communication to the entire bulld-
ing was a continguney scarcely  possible
of aversion. The curlosity shop was on the
first floor of the bunilding formerly known and
used as the American Hotel, but which hias not
been devoted to hotel purposes for several years
past, the entire first story belng divided into
#tores and offices, and the upper floors to lodging
and other domestic purposes by private fumilies,
The bullding was situated on Washingoon stroet,
ut the corner of Ocoan, The entire Amerleau
row was of course soon enveloped In the flames,
nnd the property immedlately adjucent shared
